CROPS IN THE WEST. 
The Rains Come Too Latete Do Them Much 
Good, 


Cuicaco, August 22.—The following crop 
summary Will apear in this week’s issuc of the 
Our reports do not indi- 
cate any material change in the condition 
of the corm crops in the different 
states as a result of the recent refreshing rains. 
Corn on high and dry lands was too far gone to 
be recuperated by rains, but low-lying and late 
planted fields have been somewhat helped. 
These, however, are not of sufficient acreage 
to ailect to any appreciable degree the general 
average of condition. Dakota alone reports 
the condition 6f the crop above average. 

The average yield of winter wheat in the 
different states as shown by threshing returns 
from our crop report, is as follows: Twenty- 
five Illinois counties, 15? bushels, 14 Wiscon- 
*in counties, 142-58 bushels; 11 Ohio counties, 
i3 3-11 bushels; 13 Missouri counties, 20 4-13 
9 Michigan counties, 164 bushels; 8 
Kentucky counties, 10 bushels; 15 Kansas 
counties, 11 2-5 bushels; and 11 Indiana coun- 
ties, 14 1-5 bushels. 

The average yiela of spring wheat in the dif- 
ferent states isas follows: Fourteen counties in 
Iowa, 12 bushels; fourteen counties in Dakota, 
19 bushels; eight counties in Minnesota, 94 
bushels, and thirteen counties in Nebraka 
11 8-13 bushels.

HAVOC OFF HATTERAS. 
Great Damage by the Storm on the North 
Carolina Coast. 

NorFOoLK, Va., August 22.—The signal ser- 
vice sea coast telegraph line was repaired yes- 
terday, and information has been obtained 
showing that the storm which prevailed along 
the coast on Saturday last was one of the most 
destructive that has visited that section for 
years. 

At Kitty Hawk the force of the wind blew 
away the apparatus for measuring th® velocity 
of the wind at the signal station, and the ob- 
server reports that the fury of the storm was 
almost indescribable. He cstimates the ve- 
locity of the wind at his station at about one 
hundred and twenty-five miles an hour, and

Thesteamer Eagle, of 
the North Carolina dispatch company, is re- 
ported ashore in Cave sound, high and dry and 
the tug, William I. Taylor, of Norfolk, and 
the steamer Annie, ofthe North Carolina dis- 
patch company, are reported ashore near 
Cherry Point, Neuse river, eighteen miles be- 
low Newbern, N.C. The Baker salvage com- 
pany’s steamer, Victoria J. Peed, was sighted 
yesterday morning with a wrecking steamer in 
tow, bound south, and about eight miles south 
of Kitty Hawk, N. C. The Peed has undou bt- 
edjy met with and rendered the necessary as- 
sistance to the disabled barkentine by this 
time. Itis thought that other, and perhaps 
more serious, shipping casualties will be -re- 
ported when telegraphic communications with 
Hatteras have veen restored .

HEARST ON SILVER. 


The California Senator Does Not Think Sil- 
ver Will Go Higher. 

SuTTrK, Mont., August 22.—United States 
Senator George Hearst, of California, one of 
the millionaire owners of the Anaconda mine 
here, today said: ‘‘I do not think that silver 
will go any higher than it is at present. In- 
decd, we will all be satisfied if it remains 
where it is. 
and want of legislation fixing the standard. 
The production of silver has increased enor- 
mously, and thatis what has lowered its price. 
It is not the fault of the administration. Presi- 
dent Cleveland is opening his eyes on the sil- 
yer que stion,and even now would not veto any 
measure on this question that would pass. con- 
«ress. Copper is as low as it will 
be. There has been a bitter war 
between the great producers and 
it still continues, but I cannot believe that 
copper will get any lower than it is at the 
present time. The opbrations of the Anconda 
have been enormously increased, and prepara- 
tions to double the output are going on. We 
are doing this in the line of self-defense. We 
have to keep up with the procession and we 
intend to do so.”’ 

In answer to a question about the talked-of 
contest of his election as senator from Califor- 
nia, Mr. Hearst said he had not heard of the 
matter for some weeks. He did not fear the

WHILE HIS BANK SUSPENDS PAYMENT 


The Cashier of the National Bank of Sum” 
ter, S. C., Slips Off in the Night 
With the Bank’s Money. 


Cotumsi, 8. C., August 22.—-A special from 
Sumter, in this state, gives full particulars of 
the defalcation which caused the national 
bank in this place to close its doors and suspend 
payment today. Charles E. Bartlett, cashier, 
who has held that position since the bank or- 
ganized, in November, 1883, had been speculat- 
ing unsuccessfully in cotton futures for the 
past two years. It has been known for some- 
time that his books were incorrect, as he was 
unable to make a statement of the accounts be- 
tween his bank and its New York correspond- 
ent, the Mercantile National bank. The direc- 
tors gave him until Monday to straighten out 
matters, or resign. Saturday night he was not 
present at the bank, and later was recognized 
at Florence, where he purchased a ticket by 
the Atlantic Coast line for New York. 

An investigation this morning§disclosed a 
loss to the bank of $5,500 in gold. The direc- 
tors have been in session all day, but thus far 
are unable to ascertain the extent of the loss, 
which, however; is supposed to be between 
thirty and fofty thousand dollars. Bartlett’s 
bond is for twenty thousand dollars. The 
bank is expected to meet all demands in full 
by an assessment of 50 per cent, and to resume 
business shortly. Bartlettis about 35 years 
old, tall and slim. He was regarded as above 
suspicion. 


Henry Ives’s Missing Books. 

New Yorke, August 22.—The hearing before 
Judge Bookslaver in the court of common 
pleas today, in Henry S. Ives & Co.’s assign- 
ment case, resulted in a direction from the 
court that Ives & Co. must appear before the 
referee and disclose the whereabouts of the 
missing books. 

Lawyer Algernon 8. Sullivan asked that the 
court direct the members of the firm of Ives & 
Co. to testify discovering certain books of the 
firm now missing, and which the assignee needs 
in making up his statement of assets and lia- 
bilities of the firm. To this ex-Congressman 
Adams, on bM@ialf of Ives, interposed a motion 
for a dismissal of application, under provisions 
of the assignment act, that an assignor may 
have from twenty days to thirty days to file 
schedules of assets and liabilities. Judge 
Bookslaver said that he would be unable to con- 
duct the examination personally, and would 
appoint referees. Counsel agreed upon ex- 
Judge Noah Davis as referee, and he will prob- 
ably begin the hearing tomorrow. 


BADLY MANAGED. 


The Deplorable State of Affairs at a Tennes- 
see Poorhouse,. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 22.—[Special.]— 
The committee to investigate the county asy- 
lum presented their report to the special meet- 
ing of the county court today, embodying a 
synopsis of the evidence heretofore telegraphed,

be a charge upon the county; that there has 
been a great deal of lewdness, and that it is 
inpossible to prevent it as the buildings are 
now arranged; that Mollie Ferguson, Hen- 
rietta Avery and others have given birth to 
illegitimate children ; that the attending physi- 
cian is guilty of little less than criminal negli- 
gence, preparing numerous packages of medi- 
cine and giving them to a woman to distribute 
without labeling or marking them in any way. 
In one case the packages were mixed and a 
child killed by getting morphine  in- 
tended for an old woman. The committee 
recommended a matron and a steward and that 
tle former be a lady of suiticient refinement to 
enforce cleanly habits among the inmates. 


HUNG TO A TELEGRAPH POLE. 
A Negro Who Assaulted an Old Lady 
Dies at the Hands of a Mob. 

CnicaGco, August 22.—A special from Val- 
entine, Neb,, says: Ferry White, the negro 
who brutally assaulted Mrs. Hoffman, an aged 
lady,on Wednesday night, was captured at 
Long Pine yesterday and brought to Valentine. 
This morning at 1 o’clock sixty determined 
men, armed and masked, marched in a body to 
the jail and broke the jail door with a sledge 
hammerand axes. The locks of the stecl 
cage were then cut from their fastenings, the 
prisoner was taken out toa telegraph pole and 
arop6 was swung from the erossbar and tied 
around his neck. White was given five min- 
utes for confession and prayer. He did not 
deny his guilt. He wasthen hauled up and 
left swinging. Justas the party was leaving 
Sheriff Connelly, who had been awakened by 
his brother, arrived with a posse, but too small 
to cope with the masked party, who at once 
dispersed, after having stood the sheriff’s crowd 
off long enough to permit White to die at the 
rope’s end.

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VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS. 
They Issue an Address to the People of the 

Pp State. 

' FTERSBURG, Va., August 22.—The address 
of the republican state committee of Virginia 
to the people of the state is made public today. 
It is intended asa counterblast against the 
Roanoke platform, which it calls “in reality a | 
series of apologies for broken pledges.” It 
says that it has not been the custom of the re- 
pone ragg — to assemble in state conven- 

owet othertimes than when necessary to 
nominate a state ticket or send delegates to a 
national convention. This party has no ac- 
count of any stewardship torender, since for 
four years it has had no control over the ad- 
ministration of state affairs. Meanwhile re- 
publican principles have not changed since 
they were formally announced by the state 
convention jin 1885, 

The principles of the Virginia republicans 
are the same as those of the national republican 
party. Having neither done nor omitted any- 
thing in the discharge of any duty of trust 
which needs explanation or apology, the 
reasons necessitating the Roanoke convention 
do not exist as to the republican party of this 
state. Nevertheless, the committee resolved 
to present this address, setting forth certain 
leading facts of political history, contradictin 
the statements of the Roanoke platform, re | 
ask Virginians to ponder them well before 
tliey again exercise the right of suffrage. It' 
then deals with statements of that platform in 
the order in which they are made. 
The Roanoke indorsement 
land's adlninistration it 
be insincere and inconsistent with demands for 
a repeal of the internal revenue system, and 
the passage of the Blair education bill because 
the opposition of Mr. Cleveland tothe first.and 
his lack of indorsement of the second are known 
ofall men, and further,the Roanoke utterances 
upon these subjects are in opposition to the 
general policy of the democratic party. On 
the other hand, this address declares that the 
republican party is now practically united in 
favor of the repeal of the tax on tobacco and 
fruit distillations; and that if restored to 
power it will remove the § burden 
which these domestic products have so long 
endured, as to the tariff platform of the 
Roanoke convention it is held to be at vari- 
ance With the record of the national demo- 
cratic party. It traverses the national plat- 
form of the party, its recommendation of its 

resident and the propositions of its controll- 
ing faction in congress. The Roanoke plat- 
form declares in favor of revenue derived 
from tariff on imports and in favor of the re- 
peal of the internal revenue system, while the 
record of the democratic party of this country, 
consistently and unwaveringlv, shows that the 
reverse is democratic doctrine. 

In regard to the state debt the address* says 
that all that has ever been done towards its 
settlement, that has been of practical value, 
was done while the republicans controlled the 
state, and all efforts of the democracy since 
they have been in power, have tended to 
unsettle and undo What was aecomplished by 
the republicans, and the result is that the 
finances of the state are in a hopeless muddle. 
It also charges the democracy with extrava- 
gance and mismanagement inthe administra- 
tion of general affairs. It throws cold water 
upon the suggestion of federal aid in the debt 
settlement. As tothe promised aid for dis- 
abled soldiers and their widows, it says the re- 
publican party will cheerfully anite in every 
such effort in the future, as it has in the past, 
but it warns the people of Virginia that if the 
party now in power is allowed to remain in 
control its incompetency and mismanagement 
will leave no revenue to be appropriated for 
the relief of soldiors and their widows. 

Touching the denunciation of the surplus in 
the treasury, the peoplt of Virginia are re- 
minded that an accumulation of this surplus 
was the leading count in the democracy’s in- 
dictment of the republicans in the campaign 
ef 1884, and some further apologies and expla- 
nations, it says, will doubtless be called for 
from the democratic leaders as to why this 
surplus isso much larger now under a demo- 
cratic administration than it was three years 
ago. A sarcastic enumeration is made of the 
blessings enjoved under democratic rule. Ref- 
erence is made tothe results of last year’s 
congressional elections and to the recent Ken- 
tucky election, and the address closes as fol- 
lows: 

Undismayed by these evidences of the popularity 
of democratic rule, and trusting that we may be 
forgiven if we disturb the happiness of a class of 
persons known to us who are in the enjoyment of 
these biessings—to wit, the democratic officeholders 
—we respectfully submit this address to the people 
of Virginia,in the hope and belief that before they 
resolve to vote again with the democratic managers 
of this state, they will ponder these statements,and, 
recurring to the past, contrast our present condition 
with the prosperity and content which covered our 
land under the administration of the republican 
party.

IN ROYAL PRESENCE. 


A Chicagoan Presents an Ad- 
dress to Queen Victoria. 


HER MAJESTY MAKES A RESPONSE 


The American Rides in the Royal Carriage, 
But Does Not Kiss the Queen's Hand— 
Other Foretgnu News of Interest. 


Lonpow, August 22.—Mr. Collier, of Chicago 
was granted an audience by the queen this af- 
ternoon at the Osborne house, when he pre- 
sented toher majesty an address of Chicago- 
ans of British birth and parentage in honor of 
her jubilee. On prosenting the address Mr. 
Collier said: 


YouR Masesty: In behalf of 50,000 people of 
Chicago of Brirish birth or parentage, it gives me 
great pleasure to present to you this congratulatory 
jubilee address, Though separated far from the 
mO-herland, our hearts will beat warmly with love 
aud veneration for England’s queen, 


The queen replied: 


I thank you and the people you represent for this 
address,and you personally for your own kind 
words, My answer to it you will find in this paper. 

The queen then handed a document to Mr. 
Collier, which read as follows: 

“I thank you forthe address you have presented 
tome, Coming, as it does, from persons of English 
birth beyond the seas, who retain feelings of love 
for their mother country, and sympathy for her 
welfare, I receive it with leasure and sat- 
isfaction. That the people of Chiesg» should 
have given expression to these kind sentiments, not 
only toward the Anglo-Saxon race in these realms, 
but also toward myself, is to me a source of much 
gratification, and sustains me in the belief that the 
friendship and good will which now exists between 
tietwo countries, and which Ihave always en- 
deavored to promote, areola real and enduring 
character. 

Mr. Collier was driven to Cowes in the royal 
carriage. He returned to London this even- 
ing. Being asked if he kissed the queen’s 
hand, he replied: 

‘No; that would be improper, as Iam not a 
British subject. I am proud to be an Ameri- 
can citizen.”’ 

He considered the granting of an audience a 
compliment, not only to the Englishmen of 
Chicago, but to citizens generally. 

Why He Resigned. 

Lonpon, August 22.—T. W. Russell, M. P., 
who left the liberal unionist party because of 
the proclamation of the national league, has 
written a letter to explain his resignation. He 
says: 

‘Ihave done my best to 
the government from procial the league, but 
have fafled. The government, in my opini n have 
sped t? e:r last bu’ l-t, and have handed over Ulster 
to Mr. Parnell. I confess my heart turned with in- 
dignation to see my friends sacrificing the union, 
and sacrifieing loyal tenants to a handful of un- 
reasonable landlords, deservir g nobody's considera- 
tion.” 

Several liberal members of the house of 
commons have joined the Irish National 
league. Other members intend to join. 

John Parnell, brother of the Irish leader, 
has arrived safely in Liverpool.

The Government Will Not Recognize the 
Bulgarian Prince. 

Sr. Peterspure, August 22.—It is officially 
announced that the government has sent a cir- 
cular to the powers declaring that it is unable 
to recognize the validity of Prince Ferdinand’s 
election to the throne of Bulgaria. According 
to the circuiar, Ferdinand acquainted the czar 
with the fact of his election, and requested 

sermission to visit St. Petersbnrg in order to 
foorn the czar’s wishes before going to Bulga- 
The czar replied that the prince’s election 
not be recognized by Russia, 
that the prince could by 
no pretext justify his journey to 
Bulgaria. The czar, in conclusion, expresses 
the hope that the Bulgarian people will coin- 
cide with Russian views and not permit a fla- 
grant violation of the Berlin treaty. The Mos- 
cow Gazette says the Russian circular tothe 
powers regarding Prince Ferdinand, has given 
reat satisfaction throughout Russia.* It be- 
lows Ferdinand’s retirement now to be iney- 
itable, and says if he does not leave Bulgaria, 
Russia will renounce her obligations under the 
serlin treaty, which ‘‘she has always regarded 
as a bitter deception after a glorious war.”’ 

Moscow, August 22.—M. Nelidoff is at 
Berlin negotiating with the German govern- 
ment with reference to Bulgaria. It is re- 
ported that Germany will consent to Russia’s 
occupying Bulgaria temporarily if the number 
of troops and period of occupancy be pre- 
viously defined. Russia, however, will- not 
consent to the restraint. 

PHILIPPOPOLIS, August 22.—According to a 
semi-ofticial statement Prince Ferdinand’s 

yroclamation has been wrongly understood. 
he prince never proclaimed Bulgaria’s politi- 
cal independence. He has always been ready 
to respect the Berlin treaty and does not de- 
sire toencroach upon the sultan’s sovereign 
rights. 

Beriin, August 22.—The German agent at 
Sofia has been relieved and will leave for Ber- 
linin afew days, He has been appointed 
mninister at Darmstad t.

SAPELO AND BLACKBEARD. 
A Graphic Description of a Veritable Hunte- 
Paradise.

The island of Sapelo, lying just without the 
mouth of the Altamaha river, on the Georgia 
coast, is certainly.one of the most beautiful in 
the whole coast chain of islands from the bay 
of the Chesapeake to the Florida capes. lts 
occupation and settlement by the French no- 
bility date back to that of St. Augustine. The 
lineal descendants are stil) in direct possession 
of the island afid its oral history. An old fort 
at its outer extremity, the ruins of which are 
still conspicuous, bears witness to. the charac- 
ter and the precautionary and foresight of its 
first settlers. Twelve miles in length by three 
in width, it reaches along the coast; A nar- 
row arm of the sea divides it onthe north from 
Georgia main, while its southern shore 


4+ Stretches away for miles, a snowy expanse of 


wave-washed sand—unequaled this, by any 
frequented beach along the southern coast, save 
that at Fernandina, in extent. Here a most 
beautiful picture present itself. On the one 
hand, the broad Atlantic, swee ing far out to 
meet the sky; on the other, uge live oak 
trees, gray with age and hanging moss—many 
& giant among them stands, whose arms, out- 
stretched low, marks a circumference of two 
hundred feet and more—between them, as if 
to guard against their nearer approach, lies the 
pistening and of sand. Here the “league- 
ong roller thundering on the beach,” and the 
. moving whisper of huge trees’? is never end- 
ing. Here the deep sea turtlecomes.to deposit 
her eggs, and here, then, there is rare sport for 
the vigilant on the dark of the moon. The 
diamond-back terrapin is here, and to be had 
for the catcher—less than with Delmonico, at 
sixteen dollars a dozen. 

Beyond, close in, but separated by @ narrow 
channel, lies Blackbeard. This island deserves 
more than passing mention. Once the rendez- 
vous of Blackbeard, the pirate, (a contempora- 
ry of Robert Kidd); here he is supposed to have 
buried his ill-gotten booty, and here, even 
here, the deluded treasure-seekers have been 
with pick and spade; their reward was as 
empty as the holes they dug, 

This island has been the property of the 
government for some years past, and in the 
time of wooden naval ships was considered es- 
pecially valuable for its live oak, groves of 
which extend throughout its length on sandy 
ridges running through it, once surely sand 
bars of the ocean. Shallow lagoons have 
formed between these ridges, and here at 
night fall, ducks, in season, and ocean fowl of 
every description, gather to rest on the shel- 
tered waters. Here also is the home and re- 
treat of the sea island deer; here among the 
““saw’’ palmettos and along these ridges, close 
with. green briers and hanging vines, almost

quarantine station for ships entering D 
on this island. But to return. 

_Sapelo Light, on the island shore, opposite 
Doboyv, guards the entrance to this, the port of 
Darien. Ships of all nations pass in an out by 
this light, bearing away with them the famous 
Georgia Yellow pine to all parts of the world. 
Coastwise vessels also are here in number, par- 
ticularly three-masted schooners, the last of 
their race, and happily, the most graceful com- 
mercial crafts afloat; models of symmetry, fit- 
ting testimonials to the now idle, but inimita- 
ble skill of the American shipbuilder. 

The interior of Sapelo presents one immense 
plantation interspersed with live oak groves 
and palmetto brakes, and broken at regular 
intervals by broad avenues and sideways, lined 
with tall lowland pine or live oak trees, They 
alone remain to break the sameness of the 
plain gand lend apleasing grandeur to the 
scene: they tell of the plantation life once 
here. A crumbling well of “tabby” grown 
about with roses, mark the spot where once 
was the “memorial hall,’’ while around and 
about all is the pine forest. Once peopled and 
cultivated by eleven hundred slaves, its rich, 
dark soil yielded untold wealth in sea island 
cotton,and all of the coarser products necessary 
to life and living, in abundance. Almost de- 
serted these years past, it has turned back 
upon itself and relapse into solitude—an island 
park, peopled no longer by men, but with wild 
game. Both sea-island and mainland deer 
abound. 

Sapelo is the stepping-stone between Black- 
beard and the main for the ever migrating 
deer. In the winter of 1883 a party of six of 
us, With eleven dogs, aftera three days’ hunt, 
brought in seven fine deer; and here let me 
add, that during four nights out, we all slept 
by the camp fire without covering of ‘any sort 
—this of itself speaks well for the mildness of 
the winterseason. A deserted plantation is 
the natural home for quail; here they gather 
in great numbers. The ‘rice bird of the 
Carolinas’’ is at hand in the ricefields around 
Darien, while the challenge of the wild tur- 
key echoes unheeded through the river swamps 
bordering the Altamaha—next to deer, the 
keenest shooting south. 

Many varieties of fish frequent the waters 
about the island, while oyster beds of great 
value line every creek and estuary leading out 
ef the Altamaha. The Chesapeake oysterman, 
in the veritable pungy, should not longer de- 
lay his coming to these shores, where he may 
reap abundantly and with easy toil. What a 
Utopia for many of those who, fleeing our 
rigorous northern climate, seek restful homes 
or a winter's sport in thesunny south. Surely 
this beautiful island so easy of approach, pre- 
senting such a panorama of ocean and land- 
scape, with its waters and woods abounding in 
fish and wild game, withits genial climate, 
its hospitable shores and people cannot longer 
reinain unnoticed and unsought.

Several Families of South Carolina Negroes, 

Disgusted With Arkansas, Return Home, 

Yesterday afternoon a CONSTITUTION repor- 
ter met agroup of colored men, women and 
children near the carshed. They constitute a 

art of a gang emigrants that deft 
airfield and Laurens countics, S. 
C., about eight months since to try 
their luck in Arkansas. Alex Darby 
and John Lykes, the Jeaders of the 
marty, talked freely about their 
experience. Said Darby: “We went 
west with the idea that we would better our 
condition. I was promised two dollars a day 
to do railroad work. When I got to Little 
Rock I found that I would get ouly ono dollar 
aday. Isoon jound that things were much 
higher in Arkansas than in South Carolina, 
and the folks much meaner. The immigrant 
agent that made such brash promises 4o us 
didn’t keep his promises. We found that the 
situation was gloomier than the one we left 
behind us, and got some «of my 
old __ friends together and induced 
them to return to their home in 
old South Carolina.’’ Darby went on to tell 
about the hardships to which his party had 
been subjected, and told about a disease which 
had decimated their ranks, He is heartily 
sick of the west, and declares that for the re- 
mainder of his life he will be satisfied to dwell 
in South Carolina, where he was born and 
raised. Many others who went to Arkansas 
are anxious to get back, Darby says, but they 
haven’t the means. He believes that the ex- 
odus of negroes westward will not again as- 
sume large proportions.

A BOLD CASE OF HEARTLESS DESERTION 


Two Women Enter a Negro’s House and 
Leave a Baby While the Negro 
Goes fer Water, 


Major Jackson and Mary Jackson, his wife, 
live at 164 Mangum street. They are both al- 
most jet black negroes, but into their home 
came a white baby early yesterday morning, a 
beautiful, blue-eyed, golden-haired boy. 

The parents of the child are unknown. 

Soon after Jackson left his home for his 
day’s work his wife began cleaning up the 
dishes, and as she was in the midst of the 
work a loud knock on the front door attracted 
her attention. At the door she noticed 
two white women neatly dressed. One of 
them carried a small bundle in her arms, and 
as she entered the house the negro woman saw 
that it wasa baby. Oneof the women pre- 
tended to be sick, and gave her illness, which 
she claimed was very sudden, as an excuse for 
entering the house. The old woman quickly 
provided them both with chairs, and as they 
sat down, one of them said: 7 

‘‘Auntie, please take the baby a minute.” 

The old woman took the child and began 
caressing it. 

“Sitdown please,’”’ said one of the women. 

The old negro sat down. 

“That is the sweetest, prettiest baby in the 
world,” remarked the woman who had been 
doing all the talking. 

“Yes, ma’am, he certainly looks dat way,” 
said the negress, glancing at the child’s face, 
which she had uncovered. 

‘He certainly is, and he is just as good and 
sweet as he is pretty. You must take mighty 
good care of him while you have him, for you 
will be well paid for your trouble.” 

“Oh, dis ain’t no trubble,” answered the old 
woman. 

“Oh, sister, please get me adrink of water,”’ 
remarked the woman who had not spoken. 

“Can you get me a glass of fresh water, 
auntie,’’ said the other wuman. 

“Sartinly,”’ said the negress, arising with the 
baby in her arms and advancing towards the 
woman. 

‘‘Just lay it on the bed there,’’ said the wo- 
man pointing towards the bed. 

The old negro laid the child on the bed ten- 
derly, and started into the yard to draw a buck- 
et of water. She was gone three or four min- 
utes, and as she re-entered the room, was str- 
prised to find the two women gone. Glancing 
towards the bed, however, she noticed the 
child lying as she had placed it. The old wo- 
man could not understand the situation, and 
hurried towards the front door to ask it from 
the women. As she reached the door she saw 
one of them enteracarriage, in which the 
other was sitting, just as the driver touched 
his horses with the whip. The old woman 
called upon them to stop, but the horses spran 
away swiltly, and were soon out of sight aroun 
acorner. The carriage was the one in which 
the women came with the baby. It had been 
left beside the sidewalk when they entered the 
house, but the old woman had paid but little 
attention to it. 

After the carriage had driven away the old 
woman re-entered the house, and, picking up 
the babe, began looking at it. A glance show- 
ed that it was pretty. Its clothing was neat, 
though not fine, but there was no mark about 
it to indicate whence they came. The old 
woman was considerably muddled, and in her 
dilemma sent for an officer.
